Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant first asserts that the Crump reference, relating to oil drilling operations, is non-analogous art from the currnet invention which 
relates to a refinery desalting process. However, both processs relate to the treating of hydrocarbons to remove metal comtaminants.(see 
Crump, column 1, lines 9-27). 

Applicant also asserts that Crump only generally discloses the prior art chelants and that they may be useful in a long list of applications. 
However, Crump discloses that the chelants in general and the chelants of the invention of Crump are useful in removing metals in oil field 
operations (see Crump, column 1, lines 16-27 and column 5, lines 40-59). 

Applicant also argues that Reynolds does not suggest the electrically-directed precipitation of metals. However, REynolds discloses that 
electrically -direct precipitation of metals is prior art (see Reynolds, column 1, lines 49-65). 
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
